The Object of the Roumanian Kevnita. 

BUCHAKKHT, April 2&— The hxht cavalry 
has succeeded in reducing the peaxaDtH in tbe 
disturbed districts to submission. 

It is not likely to be the last we shall hear 
of disturbances in Koumania, since tbe Rua- 
sian minister, Uitrovo, with a large force of 
agents, is located at Bucharest for no other 
purpose than to create them. Russia, by 
agitation and intrigue, continuea to main* 
tain a pro- Russian faction in tbe country. 
It joins with the opposition against the gOT- 
emment, which under the authority of King 
Charles inclines to Austria. By organizing 
revolution Rusxia hopes to convince King 
Charles that be cannot maintain a peaceful 
authority in Roumania except by becoming 
tba caar's ally in his pAn-Slavic designs. 

It was tha domestic poUoy of tbe late Min- 
ister Bratiano, who reaorted to seemingly 
unjuatiflabia means at tbe last electien to se- 
cure a Oonssrvative majority in the cham- 
ber, of which complaint la made.
